The Texas Rural Development Act 


is designed to help with up to 40 


percent of the cost of financing new 


or expanding industry in rural areas 
for qualifying nonprofit foundations. 


The Legislature passed this act 
strictly to help the a ilin g economy 
of rural Texas.

The Texas Industrial Commission, 
charged with administration of the 
new law, has set regional public 


hearings in four cities during the 


month of November to determine just 
who is e ligible for this aid. 
The 
nearest to Hondo will be in K in gs­ 
ville on November 16. 


O ffic ia lly , rural areas are de­ 
fined in the act as those losing pop­

The "crisis is approaching 
a judicial scandal, " he quot­ 
ed Judge Truman Roberts of 
the Texas Court of Criminal 
Appeals as saying. 
Judge Calvert outlined 
problems in the present judi­ 
cial system in Tex as--ex plain­ 
ing that they were analyzed 
by the 1972 Chief Justice's 
Task Force for Court I m pro vc - 
ment. 
The major problems are 
(I) docket congestion and tri­ 
al delay; (2) proper adminis­ 
tration and (3) proper elec­ 
tion of judges. 
Proposals for complete re­ 
organization of Texas courts 
will be presented to the 1973 
Texas Legislature, " the form­ 
er Chief Justice continued.

"Scheduling of examina 
lions for 1973 Summer Em­ 
ployment in federal agencies 
lias been announced by tile 
U.S. Civil Service Commis­ 
sion, " Congressman Abraham 
"Chick" Kazen, Jr., said to­ 
day. 


"Civil Service officials 
announced three test dates 
for 1973 summer jobs Ll Fed­ 
eral agencies. Tile first test­ 
ing date will be on January 
6, 1973 and will apply to 
those candidates whose appli­ 
cations are received by No­ 
vember 24, 1972. Tile sec­ 
ond testing date will be held 
on February IO and will apply 
to those whose applications 
are received by December 
29, 1972. The last testing 
date will be held on M arch 
IO for those whose applica­ 
tions are postmarked by Jan­ 
uary 26. Applications that 
are postmarked after the Jan­ 
uary 26th date will not be 
accepted, " Congressman Kaz­ 
en noted. 


Those applicants wlio re­ 
ceived an eligible notice of 
rating for 1972 Sumner em ­ 
ployment do not have to take 
the written test again unless 
they want to improve their 
scores. Tile applicants that 
rated eligible hi 1972 will be 
sent special forms with which 
to update their qualifications 
and indicate their availability 
for employment in 1973. 


The Commission ursjed

It is well to remem­ 
ber that while tie EUWD is 
payLig for actual construction 
costs and a part of tile relo­ 
cation cost (to move roads, 
phone lines, etc.) tie county 
will bear a good deal of tliese 
relocation costs and lias as­ 
sumed responsibility for main­ 
taining tills structure for 50 
years. Tills is no small 
matter. 
I liave been a director of 
the Pch'arete Underground Wa­ 
n t District sLice 1959 and 
die Medbia County Government 
lias always cooperated with 
us on any action for die bene­ 
fit of die people of die area.

VO E prepares students 
for post- diploma work 


One a i Hondo High 
School*! two new vocation- 
designed courses is the Vo­ 
cational Office Education 
clast taught by Mrs. R, d. 
Gwartney in the new high 
school annex. 
There, girls (and boys, 
too) learn not only the oper­ 
ation of common office ma­ 
chinery, but also office 
etiquette, office filing pro­ 
cedures, and management. 
The students number 25 
this year, a ll seniors, as re­ 
quired by the course guide­ 
lines. 


The only pre-requisite for 
taking V . O .E. is typing a- 
bility, although other high 
school courses such as book­ 
keeping and shorthand are 
helpful, 
In the V . O, E. classroom, 
students learn to operate 
electric typewriters, dicta­ 
tion and transcription ma- 
c hines, electronic calcula­ 
tors, mimeograph, mimeo- 
scope and offset printing 
pre* duplicator. 
One student serves as re­ 
ceptionist for the class for a 
period of tim e, and is respon­ 
sible far meeting guests, fil­ 
ing papers, and answering 
telephones. 
Another student serves as 
office manager on a rotating 
schedule. This student is 
responsible for keeping a 
running inventory of supplies 


for the class, and orders the 
supplies when necessary, 


In spite of the two-period 
length of V. O, E ., the stu­ 
dents lose no time from their 
other courses, and complete 
a regular course of study for 
their diploma, In fact, die 


experience gained in V. O, E. 
could make it possible for a 
college-bound student to 
find part-time employment 
during the college years. 
Standards and curriculum for 
die Hondo V . O. E. class are 
coordinated with sim ilar pro­ 
grams elsewhere through die 
Texas Education Agency. 
Mrs, Gwartney draws heavily 
on her experience as an of­ 
fice worker prior to her 
teaching career. 


Special programs are a- 
vailable to each student en­ 
abling him to specialize in 
a certain phase of office ct 
clerical work. Including le ­ 
gal or m edical secretarial 
skills. 
In the future, Hondo High 
School hopes to initiate a 
cooperative phase to die 
program, which would allow 
a two year program. The 
first year would be sim ilar 
to the present program. The 
second year's activities 
would include actual pan- 
time office work downtown 
for die student, in addition 
to lim ited classroom work.
